Constantine asserted that Greece 
Was not bound to carry out her 
part of the pledge because Serbia 
was attacked, not only by Bulgaria, 
but by Austria and Germany, and 
that if Greece had interposed, she 
would have suffered the fate of Bel- 
gium. 

REASON FOR ABDICATION 


The demand for his abdication 
was not based upon thsi failure to 
fulfill ty provisions, but upon 
dismissals of Greek 
Parliaments and to charges that he 
or Greek ministers under his direc- 
tion had aided the Central Powers 
by permitting the establishment of 
German submarine bases in Greek 
waters, surrendering Greek forts 
and me nto Bulgaria and by de- 
clining to remove the menace of 
his army from the rear of the En- 
tente forces on the Macedonian 
front.

The ship left immediately for Ja- 
pan carrying general merchandise, 
household goods and old newspa- 
pers. The last-named item is 
utilized in Japan for wrapping par- 
cels, and forms quite a ,jheavy ex- 
port item. The 8.8. Saiyo Maru 
arrives today from Japan carrying 
a heavy shipment of oriental mer- 
chandise, consisting of rattan fur- 
niture, crockery, novelties and va-

On its southern journey, 
after Los Angeles Harbor, the 8.5. 
Saiyo Maru will take 3000 bales of

HE “BOYS” COME HOME 

As far as America is concerned the 
great war is finally ended. The last of the 
American detachments that bivouacked 
along the Rhine in 1918 are returning home. 
Only our dead now keep the silent vigil 
in that beautiful valley between the Vosges 
and the Black Forest, for whose possession 


||} Gaul and Hun have fought for 1000 years. 


History holds no parallel for the spirit 
in which this withdrawal is made. One 
would expect:.that the German cities along 
the Rhine would be Miuminated and that 


there would be festivals of rejoicing that 


the Fatherland had been cleared of these 
foreigh troops. But it is not so. The Ger- 
man government asked, through its Ambas- 
sador at Washington, that the American 
troops might remain. The German people 
are sad to see them go; for, in the words 
of the press. of the Rhineland, “They were 
our friends.” 

There was a great in a-‘certain 
group in this country about the injustice 


to our sons in keeping them ugder armys-| 


in a foreign land. But the sons themselves 
seem to have liked it.yery much. They 
are returning héme with reluctance, alleg- 
ing that they preferred service in Germany 
to that anywhere else in the world. 


And hundreds of the soldiers are brinz- 
ing with them German wives and chubby, 
flaxen-haired sons and daughters. This in- 
cident, too, is without parallel. It is the 
custom of troops quartered in foreign coun- 
tries to contract only a kind of morganatic 


alliance, which is broken when they with-/| 


draw. 
‘Not so with these soldiers from the Unit- 


ed States. They were honorable their |. 
jloves and they are not wife deserters. The 


high command says that this is bad fo 
discipline; but it is good morals. : 

There were only regrets in the Rhine- 
land when the Americans prepared to leave 
for home. The tradesmen were sorry to 
see them go; for they had been good cus- 


"| tomers, paying for all they took and not 


haggling about prices. They had given se- 
curity to the districts to which they were 
allocated. In many parts of Germany there 
have been violent disturbances during the 
last four years; but not in the American 
sector of the Rhineland. 


For the radical element knew those boys 


in khaki were fearless, that they fired on 
command and that they shot.straight. 
much better it would be for all con- 
cerned if understandings could have been 
agreed upon which would have permitted 
the withdrawa] of all foreign troops from 
German territory. The Germans are them- 
selves largely at fault that it is not so; for, 
ever since the Treaty of Versailles was 
signed they have not sought how to ob- 
serve it, but how to evade their obligations.

It is from sunny skies that the Amer- 
ican withdraw. War clouds lower 
along Ahe western horizon, where a new 
French invasion is under way. President 
Harding has called our boys home to get 
them out of the danger zone, to avoid pos- 
sible diplomatic complications. But they 
are withdrawn without prejudice to the 
American rights of occupation, as provided 
in the treaty between this country and Ger- 
many. It is possible, although not prob- 
able, that, after the present storm blows 
over, they may return. | 


"[BANS-SAHARA RAILROAD 
The engineer follows the farmer. Thus 
continents are conquered, new sources of 
supplies developed and cities at immeasur- 
able distances from their food centers are 
enabled to replenish their larders. . 
The railroad has given the United States 
its present commercial supremacy. Siberia, 
Central Africa, Brazil, Argentina, India have 
been equally blessed with vast natural re- 


| sources. A railroad map of the world ex- 


plains at a ciar-o whv the United States 
has outranked all competitors in the mar- 
keting of its prcaucis and the manufacture 
of its raw materials. 

Here the energy of man has backed up 
the generosity of nature. Productivity plus 
transportation spells effective development 
from which springs national prosperity. _ 

Africa, whenever that continent becomes 
as networked with highways and railroads 
as the United States, will hold as command- 
ing a position in export and import trade 
as our own country holds today. That time, 
of course, is still far distant. South America 
will probably be first to profit by adequate 
transportation—after which the African con- 
tinent will come into its own. 

Great Britain has done the pioneer work 
in building the Cape to Cairo Railroad. 
France has followed suit in surveying the 
route for a trans-Sahara railroad to connect 
the rich regions of Central Africa directly 
with a Mediterranean port. 

A small fleet of tractors has already 
crossed the Sahara and proved the feasibil- 
ity of the project. The French government 
is ready to start immediate construction 
work. The new railroad will tap a vast re- 
gion of over 1,000,000 square miles, whence 
the most valuable lumber, supplies of ivory, 
rubber, cotton, tobacco, sugar ahd gencral 
tropical products can be shipped by rail di- 
rect for distribution on the continent of 
rope.

OWER FOR WIVES 

The thirty Hollywood husbands, arrest- 
ed for gambling, sentenced to thirty days 
in jail and then paroled to their wives, are 
in a sad plight. The judge has made it 
clear that if the wives of any of them com- 
plain that they are again taking liberties 
with the law the men complained of will 
have to go to jail. : 

That means that every one of those men 
will be in danger until the statute of lim- 
itations or something of the sort wipes 
those suspended sentences off the slate. If 
one of those hubbies wants to treat himself 
to one of the regular monthly family rows 
which keep the atmosphere cleared in so 
many of the \best regulated homes he is 
going to think twice before doing it, sud- 
denly recalling that his wife saw him roil- 
ing for the smokes only the day before. If 
he wants to roar about some seeming bit of 
feminine extravagance it will pay him to 
pause and reflect that friend spouse was 
not only present but a sad eyewitness the 
other evening when he dropped: nineteen 
bucks playing bridge. 

Probably the wives of all those men were 
either present at the card party at which 
they were arrested or were back home pol- 
ishing up their lucky charms and praying 
that hubby would bring home dividends, but 
what of that? Don't the divorce courts 
show us every day how easily husbands 
and wives can forget past collusions when 
they once get bitter at each other? 


It is clear that there is only one way for 


those thirty Hollywood men to be safe. And 
that way, drastic and revolutionary as it 
may seem, is to really reform.

As 
a general proposition the qualities which 
make a good captain of police would draw 
a lot more money in the business world. 
One of the city’s problems is to extend 


the police service and improve its qvality.| 


This is not to be accomplished without an 
enlarged ‘expenditure of money, but it will 
have to be done and the Mayor and Council 
must face the issue.

A business of $3,000,000 a year might 
well attract a pretty clever group of crim- 
finals, especially if there still were doubt 
at the end of such a prosperous year as to 
whether or not there really were such a 
group.

Power System 
tor Downtown 
Area Improved 


Work of installing new power 
transmission cables and transfor- 
mers in the downtown areas of the 
city will be completed by Sunday 
night, it was announced yester- 
day by the City Bureau of Power 
and Light. When the work is com- 


pleted the capacity of the lines in/. 


the downtown sections will be in- 
ereased from 15,000 volts to 33,000 
volts, it was.etated, resaliting in a 
general improvement in the serv- 
ice. Many miles of new cable, 
whose power-carrying capacity is 
far greater than that of the old 
lines, have been laid. Larger trans- 
formers aiso have been installed. 

lt was announced by the bureau 
that when the work is completed 
all of the power supplied to the 
business district will be developed 
by the city itself at its power plants 
on the Aqueduct. 
of the poWer used in the business 
district is bought from the South- 
ern Califernia Edison Company 

The work of enlarging and ex- 
tending the downtown cable and 
transformer system Was made nec- 
essary by the enormous increase 
in consumption. It is estimated 
that thie increase has been more 
than 30 per cent in the past year 
alone. The work entailed the ex- 
penditure of a major portion of 
the $1,700,000 appropriated for ex- 
tensions and improvements in the 
power system in the business sec- 
tions.
